SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: MAY-JUNE, 1965 


Rainfall; During May, all areas except the Midlands and East Coast received above normal falls, ranging from 18% above 
in the South East to 87% above in the North. However, June falls were well below normal, except on the West Coast. Negative 
departures ranged from 5% on King Island to 77% on the East Coast. 


Temperature: Mean temperatures during May registered erratic and wide variations from normal within most districts with 
mean minima generally above normal and mean maxima generally below normal in the Eastern half of the State. In June, mean 
temperatures were above normal, with the exception of a few isolated places on the North coast. 


Rural Conditions: Mild weather interspersed with good rains in May improved crops and pastures in most districts, although 
further rain would be beneficial in parts of the South-East, East, Derwent Valley and Flinders Island. Pastures on the East Coast 
were showing signs of dryness as a result of heavily deficient rainfall during June, but in most other areas, development of crops and 
pastures continued good, despite the retarding effect of moderate to severe frosts inland, and surface drying by strong winds in the 
Midlands and Derwent Valley. Lambing was well under way in all areas, and early results were excellent.
